A PROCLAMATION, 


For a Publick General Thankſgiving , throughout the Realm of Scotland. 


A WE HARLES, by the grace of GOD, King of Scotland, England, France 
and lreland, Defender bf the Faith „&c. To all aud ſundzy Our good 
Subfects, Gꝛeeting; Fozaſmuch as Our Navy Nopal, under the 
command of Our deareſt Bother the Duke of York, hath, upon the 
third day of Junclaſt, obtatned a glozious Uictozy over the Fleet let out 
G- by the States of the United Provinces : And Me finding it ſuteable, that 
2 ſolemn return of Pzaiſe be paid to Almighty GOD, by whole 
8 ſpectat hand, and ſignal Appearance foꝛ Us and the juſtice of Our 
Cauſe, this great Salvation hath been wzought ; Have judged lit, by this Our P:oclamation, 

to indict a general aud publick Thankſgiving foz the cauſe afozeſatd; Our votli is herefort, 
and we ſtraitiy command and charge, that the ſaid Thankſgiving and ſolemn Commemo- 
ration of the goodneſs of GOD, manifeſted by the conduct and management of this late 
Action, be religtoully and ſolemnly obſerved though this Our whole Kingdom, upon the 


ſecond Thurſday of July next , being the thirteenth day thereof ; Requiring hereby Our 


Reverend Archbiſhops aud Biſhops , to gtve notice of this Our Royal Pleaſure to the 
Miniſters in their relpecttve Dioceſſes ; and that upon the Lozds-day immedtatiy pzeceeding 
the ſaid thirteenth day of July, they cauſe read this Our Pꝛoclamation from the Pulpit in 
every Paroch Kirk: And that they exhoꝛt all Our loving Subjects toa chearfull and devout 
perfozmance of this ſo becoming a duty they owe tothe Name of the LORD Our GOD, 
who has done theſe great and auſpicious things koꝛ Us, and foz the Honour and Yntereſt of 
Our Kingdoms, Given at Our Court at Whitehall, the tenth day of June, and of Our 
Reign the ſev niteenth year.
